has left an account of the earthquake 
wh ic h is still in the possession of his 
descendants, at N inth 
and 
Soulard 
treets. and which has 
never 
before 
hen printed. 
It is w ritten in crabbed 
and contracted F rench and one of the 
p a g e s is so m utilated as to be larnost 
undecipherable. 
Two 
handw ritings 
are evident in 
the 
m anuscript, 
the 
second being possibly th a t of the Fr. 
Joseph mentioned in the story, as it is 


m u c h more clerkly than La 
Roche’s. 
The account appears to have been p re­ 
pared at the 
request 
of 
somebody 
whose nam e is not given, 
but 
who 
seems to have put several questions, 
which 
La 
Roche 
answ ers seriatim . 
The document begins: 


“ New Orleans. F eb ru ary 20, 1812. 
“ 1. 
I am named Firm in La Roche, 
sailor, living in St. Louie, and I w as 
present at the earth q u ak e which la te­ 
ly 
occurre 
dabove 
and 
below the 
mouth of the River Ohio along 
both 
chores of the River Mississippi. There 
were with me the F r. Joseph of 
the 
Mission to 
the 
Osages, 
returning 
-home to France; Jacques Menier, Do­ 
minic Berges, Leon Sarpy, H enry La- 
mel, five other men and the 
negro 
slave, Ben. who was killed at 
New 
Madrid. 
I had three boats and I was 
taking 
to 
New 
Orleans some furs 
bougght in St. Louis. 


“2. 
We set out from St. Louis 
on 
November 8, 1811, but because of an 
accident to one of the boats we were 
four days delayed near the mouth of 
the (probably M eram ec), and 
again 
we had to stop for 
a 
tim e at 
the 
Catgres, so that <>n the evening of N o- 
vcmbei 15, we tied up 
maybe 
eight 
miles north of New Madrid, near 
the 
house of my cousin, John Le Clerq. 
“3. 
No, we did not notice th a t the 
w eather was bad at th a t time. 
It was 
chilly. T here was, I think, some wind. 
I do not rem em ber th a t there 
was 
clouds in the sky. 
I think not. 
N eith 
er does Fr. Joseph remember. 
A fter 
we had supper we w ent to sleep, and 
11 was awakened by a crash like thun­ 
der, and the boat tu rn ed upon its side 
so th a t Lamel, who slept beside, was 
thrown on me and both fell 
against 
the side. 
It was very dark then. Af 
Hot 
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ter perhaps half an hour, when we got 
away from the bank, wo looked at the 
watch and it was 3 o’clock. 
When I 
could see, the trees on the shore were 
falljpg down 
and great 
m asses 
of 
earth tumbled into ther iver. 
Lamel 
cut the rope th a t tied us to a log that 
was there, and in a moment so great 
a wavec ame up the river that I nev­ 
er seen one like it at sea. 
It carried 
us back north, up-stream, for 
more 
than a mile, and the water spread out 
upon the banks, even covering maybe 
three or four miles inland. 
It 
was 
thee urrent going 
backward. 
Then 
this wave stopped and 
slowly 
the 
river w’ent right again. 
“ Everywhere there was noise like 
thunder, and the ground was shaking 
the trees down, and the air was thick j 
with som ethingl ike 
smoke. 
There j 
was much lightning. 
We believed we j 
must surely die. 
Fr. Joseph gave a b -1 
solution. We did not see either of the j 
other two boats 
one of them we nev­ 
er sawr again, nor do 1 know whether 
he men in it wore drowned. 
I do not 
know how long this went on, for

were all in great 
terror,

death”. 
The follow ing is in another writing, 
probably the priest’s: 
“ I think

shocks about half an hour apart and 
many sm all ones between 
and after. 
The w ater rose so where we were that 
a tree on the bank whose top

have been thirty feet above the river 
level was covered all over. 
All of the 
crew were sleeping and awoke great­ 
ly confused and frightened, so

even a few’ hours after, w’hen wfe wrere 
again safe, nobody could agree in his 
recollection of that awful night.

was dark. 
We saw two houses on fire 
onthe left bank, and when we came to 
New’ Madrid then w ere houses

burning 
there.

were in great fear. 
We tied up to the 
^hore about dawn, and a hickory tree 
fell upon the boat, killing the 
negro, 
Ban, and breaking the left arm of the 
patron; also the boat was 
damaged. 
We ranu pon shore, thinking we would 
be drowmed, but the vessel 
did 
not 
ink. 
Som e people called to us that 
we should go back upon the water, or 
that we would be killed. 
We went on, 
fearingt he land less than the river. 
When the people there, about tw enty 
at this place ,understood that 
there 
was a priest present they knelt 
and 
had absolution. 
There 
were 
small 
hocks now’ and the?; and much rumb­ 
ling that Lighten«*! us greatly, as we 
looked for nothing but our 
destruc­ 
tion, and these noises, 
we 
expected, 
foreran our end. 
The sound was 
in 
the ground, > b e tim e s 
muffled 
and 
groaning; som etim es it cracked and 
crashed, not like thunder, hut as th«<’ 
a great sheet of ice had broken. 
“4. 
We made no effort to find out 
how many people had been killed, a l­ 
though it was told us that many were. 
We saw’ the dead bodies of several and 
afterwards drowned persons we saw 
floating in the 
river. 
We 
hastened 
when it wras light to men 
the 
boat 
that we might get 
away. 
The 
load 
was thrown into the w ater by the peo­ 
ple who crowded into the vessel with 
us, until we could take no more. 
W< 
carried so many that we 
were 
all 
often in danger of being drowmed be 
fore we could land them again, as the 
bottom leaked badly”. 
The 
handwriting 
is 
again 
La 
Roche's from this point to the end. 
“We observed the 
marks 
of 
tho 
earthquake upon the banks on 
both 
sides to a point forty or fifty miles 
south o fthe River Arkansas. 
Trees 
were 
thrown 
down. 
Great 
cracks 
were in the soil, some stretching, peo­ 
ple said, ten or fifteen miles and very 
deep. 
We were told htere is a 
new 
lake in Tennessee, 
and 
the 
water 
Courses there have been changed. The 
Yazoo has a new mouth. 
I 
w as 
in 
great pain with my broken arm, and 
having fever did not observe closely, 
not knowing that 
this 
information 
would be asked. 
“6. 
Of th< se who 
were with 
me 
there is not but Father Joseph now in 
New Orleans, nor do I know where the 
others have gone, except Leon Sarpy, 
wh«, has returned 
to 
St. I/»uis. 
He 
would he there if a letter w’as written 
to him row. 
My per sonal loss 1 make 
$600. 
I hope that this is what you re­ 
quire, and I am sorry that I can tell 
you so littl«*. 
It is three months ago 
now, and even had 
I written

what we saw when I first got to the 
city I could say little more.

man expects r ««thing but instant death

Horse Appreciates Big\ 
Deep-Bedded Box Stall 
Night is the chief time of sleep for 
domestic animals other than the doc 
and cat.

a horse sleeping, tlie reason being that 
the poor, weary creature often is kept 
disturbed. 
He is the tnosi nervous 
and wakeful of the farm animals. Not

When allowed the luxury of a box 
stall, the work horse usually lies down

dress before farmers of Boone Coun­ 
ty. 
He pointed out that the foreign 
demand for agricultural products will 
be no greater this 
year, 
and 
that 
farmers must dependu pon the Amer­ 
ican market. Foreign competition will 
be keener this year, he said. 
"W heat and corn acreages in 
the 
United States and the world at large 
appear to be as large if not 
larger 
than last year”, he said. 
“This 
will 
make the prices about the same. 
“There is a small supply 
of beef 
catlte for the year. The prices should 
average higher for 
the 
year, 
but 
will probably not exceed the peak paid 
during the past two or three months. 
“If costs are decreased and profits 
are increased at the same time, con­ 
ditions must grow better. 
The clov­ 
er and prosperity meetings 
are 
to 
show how these two conditions may 
be brought about”.

T. H. Cutler, Chief Engineer of the 
Missouri State Highway Commission 
in an address over station WOS, Jeff­ 
erson City, Wednesday eulogized the 
engineer.

address, in part, follows: 
Being an engineer, whose work, ex­ 
cept for two years service during the 
World War, has been along engineer­ 
ing lines since leaving college, natur­ 
ally something which refers to engi­ 
neering must, out of necessity, be my 
subject. The time allowed is not suf­ 
ficient to cover aim subject requiring 
detail, ami as it is mlways customary 
at the state of each year to reflect on 
progress, a few words on the influence 
of the engineer in the progress of the 
affairs of the world is appropriate. 
Engineering might be defined as the 
art of constructing and designing use­ 
ful works, and one who practices the 
art is an engineer. 
Within the memory of people living 
today, this nation has turned from 
a 
land of scattered agriculturists to a 
compact unit of industrial production. 
The change has already come about 
through the advent of a body of men 
known as engineers. 
They gave 
in­ 
dustry impetus through providing it 
with equipment designed to construct 
the machinery ami devices reqquired 
by the farmer, »a well as to meet the 
enlarged needs of urban 
population. 
They put machinery to do the drudg­ 
ery of detail in office, store, 
factory, 
farm and home. 
They put 
methods 
into management, facts where guess 
work had lieen, knowledge where ig­ 
norance had taken toll. 
These engineers, of whom we hear 
so little and upon whom w’e are daily 
becoming more dei>endent have 
car­ 
ried out a successful and constructive 
revolution 
which 
has 
turned 
this 
country into the greatest of industrial 
nations. 
Today, they are making themselves 
felt in 
the 
reconstruction 
of our 
standard* of transportation, in the im­ 
provement of both social and indus­ 
trial laws, in the betterment of ethi­ 
cal and, moral principles. 
They have 
well eapied thsi position of influence. 
You will do well to follow' 
the ac 
tivities of the engineer. 
Your future 
depends upon him, not merely 
your 
financial success, but the revolution 
of our world and its progress out of 
chaoa into sound prosperity. 
While population 
has 
multiplied, 
sending overflowing peoples to cover 
trackless reaches of wilderness, 
the 
genius of the engineer has developed 
transportation, communication, 
and 
production, so that all may claim 
the 
right to live and progress. 
In the development of physical pros­ 
perity, in capital investment, in labor 
employment, in 
scientific 
improve 
ments 
of 
working 
conditions ami 
equipment, in the 
advancement 
of 
product, in the accuracy of executive 
control, and in the 
service 
of 
the 
whole world of consumption, through 
the course of man’s activities there 
has been manifest the trained mind of 
the engineer. 
The growth of industry is proof of 
the service of the engineer. 
Tho engineer has great responsibil­ 
ity. 
He it is 
who 
has 
introduced 
economics into all the affairs of men. 
He it is who has provided the world 
with a new basis for judgment 
and 
appreviation. 
The engineer has made life assume 
a scientific instead of a chaotic 
as­ 
pect, has developed an exactness 
of 
procedure, and has worked out cause 
1 and effect on a calculable basis.

It will be many generations before 
the mass of humanity knows ami 
ac­ 
knowledges its debt to the engineer, 
who so quietly brings about such stu­ 
pendous revolutions and

New Explanation 
of Fading Bogies 


Relation B etw een Earth Cur­ 
rents and Reception 
Seen by Expert. 


A new explanation with reference to 
fading I* advanced by C. Warfield I 
Keefer, noted radio experimenter of 
Baltimore. 
lie believes “man-made static” Is 
a big factor. 
“It certainly looks a« though there 
is a relation between the earth cur­ 
rents and reception,” he states. 
“One phase of radio transmission 
and reception that Is l*i*ing Intensively 
Investigated bv radio engineers is fad­ 
ing,” Mr. Keefer continues. 
“As a rule the longer the wave­ 
length the le s s the fading effect, al 
though there are cases where the fad 
ing on the shorter w iifg is very small 
Most fading is relatively slow; that Is. 
the time Interval between maximum 
and minimum signal strength may he 
two minutes or more. Generally speak 
ing, fading is more prevalent at night. 
Observations mnde at the same loca­ 
tion on frequencies very close together 
show that they do not fade simultane­ 
ously. The type may be identical, but 
there Is no relation between the max­ 
imum 
nnd 
minimum 
values, 
Mr. 
Keefer says. 
“In Baltimore everyone is familiar 
with the behavior of WJZ, WGY and 
KDKA. The first of these three sta­ 
tions presents n very Interesting study 
As a general rule WJZ is affected w ith 
the most troublesome type'fff fading. 
“Two well defined types of fading 
are recognized synchronous nnd asyn 
ehronous. The first, which Is uniform, 
may he compensated somewhat by con 
trol adjustments at the receiving set 
Asynchronous fading is the type where 
the side hands and the carrier wave do 
m»i f ide together. 
WJien the currier 
wave Is reduced to the value of the 
;id«* hands or lower, the distortion 
that results Is marked frequently to 
>udi a degree that speech may he un­ 
intelligible. Tlds condition has been 
frequently observed with WGY nnd 
KDKA, which seem to fade uniformly 
in this section. 
■‘One theory recently advanced Is 
based upon the fluctuations in the di­ 
rectional flow ami intensity of earth 
currents. 
"It is true that natural earth cur­ 
rents are Highly related to the mag­ 
netic storms and also rather definitely 
correspond to solar activity as indi­ 
cated by sun spots. Continuous records 
have la en made of natural earth cur­ 
rents at 
several 
magnetic observa­ 
tories. including one at Ebro, Spain, 
and 
W a t I k roo, western Australia, he 
reports. 
“in or near civilization most of the 
earth currents notes are not natural, 
but arc caused by leakage from vari­ 
ous electric services, particularly from 
trolley lines. I or these currents the 
rapid changes In intensity and often 
direction are generally related to the 
changing amount and position of the 
currents drawn by the trolley cars. 
“Electricity, through electrolytic ac­ 
tion, w 
decompose iron at the rute 
of twci \ one poun !-* of iron |>er am- 
¡►ere per year. It is possible, therefore, 
that such currents could, through eloc- 
trol.x :ie action, change the earth’s re 
sistance in certain areas, and so more 
or legs permanently change reception 
conditions. Undoubtedly, the transmis­ 
sion of radio waves is very greatly af­ 
fected by human activities, such as 
is evidenced by transmission over 
city of steel skyscrapers. 
“ Investigation of this theory is now 
being made in Baltimore.”

United States and the world at large 
appear to be as large if nut 
larger 
than last year” , he said. 
“This

make the prices about the sume. 
“There is a small suppiy 
of beef 
catlte for the year. The prices should 
average higher for

year, 
but 
will probably not exceed the peak paid 
«luring the past two or three months. 
“ If cost« are decreased and profits 
are increased at the same time, con­ 
ditions must grow better.
